SOUNDS LIKE WAR. "

GRANVILLE'S OLD STORY. 

Lord Granville, continuing. said that the opera- 
tions in Egypt had been such that they could not 
be abandoned. The Government had adhered to 
their pledges regarding the defense of Egypt 
by the vote they had asked for. 
They had also met all the demands of the Indian 
Government, the expenses of which were entirely 
covered by provision at home. The Government 
asked for a credit of $22,500,000 for the 
Soudan account. and a credit of $32,500,000 
for the account of other expenses, 
England desire Lord Granville said, to remain on 
the most friendly terms with all foreign countries.

An Hast St. Louisan Kills Himself at 
His Wife’s Grave, 


After a Determined, but Unsuccessful, 
Attempt to Murder His Brother-in-Law— 
What Caused the Tragedy—A Sad Story of 
Misery and Crime, 


Emil Moncourt, a resident of East St. Louis y®s- 
terday attempted fo kill his brother-in-law, Andrew 
Touchette, a farmer living at Centerville, six miles 
out of East St. Louis, at the home of the latter. 
After failing in his attempt to murder Touchette, 


Moncourt went to the Centerville graveyard,. where 
his wife and Moncourt’s sister were buried about 
nine months ago, and at the grave of the dead wom- 
an shot oe — 3 head r 

esterday morn Toue arose early 
os — 4 attend to his daily duties about the 
farm. While he was chopping some wood in the 
rear of his residence, Moncourt, who is supposed 
to have concealed himself avout the premises dur- 
ing the night, sprang out from be- 
hind a shed, and, leveling a. shot 

n at Touchette’s head, took deliberate alm and 
fired. Touchette, however, when he saw Moncourt 
level the gun at him, threw himself to the round, 
and the charge did not strike him. He then jumped 
up quickly and dod behind a wood-pile, fearing 
t Moncourt would discharge the secoud barrel, 
His surmise was correct, and had he not executed 
the movement as quickly as he did he would un- 
doubtediy have been killed. As it was 
THE SHOT 
went whizzio by in close proximity 
to his bead, But again he escaped with 
out injury. Moncourt seeing that he had failed the 
second time took to flight immediately. Touchette 
was too frightened to institute any pursuit and 
nothing was seen or heard of the attempted mur- 
derer until he was found this morhing in Centeryille 
Cemetesy lying beside his wife’s grave, with the 
left side of his face almost blown away, and his 
shotgun by hisside. Father Merfuss, the pastor, 
of the village church, was the tirst to discover him, 
and though yet alive the man was in great agony. 
When asked to give the reason why he had at- 
tempted to murder his brother-in-law and to take 
his own life, he refused to reply. 

MR. TOUCHETTE 

was seen at his residence, near the Cairo Short 
Line tracks, bowever, and gave the prob- 
able reasons for Moncourt's diabolical at- 
tempt to take his life. Moncourt, 
he said had married his sister, Celestine, who was a 
widow with one child, Louisa Motrie, now a young 
woman of about 17 years of age. About nine 
months ago Moncourt's wife died and left him with 
four children, the oldest of whom is Medora,a little 
girl 14 years of age. Moncourt lived with his own 
Chilren in East 8. Louis, but his step-daughter, 
Miss Motrie, lived witn her uncle, Mr. Touchette. 
On last Saturday night the flendish Moncourt 
attempted to commit an Assault on his 
daughter, but her screams attracted the attention of 
the neighbors and Moncourt was driven away. Mr. 
Touchette was notified of what had taten place and 
went down to East St, Louis and brought the little 
girl to his home in Centerville. This action of his 
brother-in-law greatly incensed Moncourt, and he 
vowed to have vengeance. Another reason which 
is supposed to have prompted his ‘murderous at- 
tempt yesterday.is that his step-daughter, Lou sa 
Motrie came into possession of a large amount 
of property lately, and, instead of giving him the 
management of it, intrasted it to the care of her 
ner uncle, Mr. Touchette. Moncourt several times 
upbraided his step-daughter for this action of her's 
and cherished an enmity against Touchette, whom 
he thought had wronged him deeply in taking hold 
of his step-daughter’s property. Moncourt was 
taken to Belleville this morning and the doctors 
think his wound will prove fatal.

The chances are far from favorable for the 
fishermen at the mouth of the Columbia river 
this season,” said Frank.

PUTTING ON THE GLOVES. 


The Right and Wrong Ways of Per- 
forming the Office. 


Awkward Attempts by Amateurs Which 
Mar the Hands and Spoil the Gloves— 
Common Mistakes Made by» Ladies—An 
Expert’s Views on the Subject—Charley 
Thorne’s Consummate Grace as a Glove- 
Fitter.

“Did. you ever see Charley Thorne put his gloves 
on?” a well known actress remarked the other day 
toa Post-Dispatcu reporter with whom she was 
lunching. “Never noticed it, eh? Well inside and 
outside of the profession he was noted for the ease 
and grace with which he encased his shapely hands 
in the gloves about which he was 80 particular. 
Ah, poor Ned! He was a consummate artist and 
much of the charm of his acting lay in just such 
finished work as I have mentioned.” 

“Well,” the reporter suggested, I can't see that 
any great art can lie in sucha simple action as pull 
ing on a pair of gloves; it's simply, first the four 
fingers, then the thumb, and finally a twist of the 
button-hook and there you are. You'll be telling 
me next of some actor who puts his boots on 


gracefully.” 

“So I can, igneranſus. You never saw Lester 
Wailack in the Crimea scene of ‘Ours,’ where, with 
rheumatism racking his shapely limb, be struggles 
to get it into a cavalry boot and finally succeeds. 
It’s one of the most natural pieces of acting in the 
world and full of grace. Theidea! But that’s just 
like a man. Now you just drop in at the first dry 
goods store you meet down town, march boldly up 
to the glove counter and ask the lady in charge 
whether there is a age or a wrong way of putting 
on gloves, and see if I am not borne out.’ 

Ihe reporter made a few inquiries on the subject 
ef glove-fitting and found that, not only was his 
fair informant right but that each of the large dry 
goods establishments had lady-attendants at its 
glove counter who are experts in the art of putting 
on gloves and that at Archambeault & Cavanaugh’s 
establishment was to be found a lady who has the 
reputation of being the unapproachabile mistress 
of the art, A visit was made to the store in 
questien, where the reporter found the glove coun- 
ter in charge of a

who, after blushingly acknowledging the justness 
of her fame as an artiste de gauts, stated that he 
had devoted her whole life to that one department 
of the dry goods trade and that, hence, it couid 
hardiy be considered remarkable thatshe had at- 
tained a point of pusitive excellence. “I was nine 
‘years at — 8. she said, before I came here, and 
as I devoted all my time there to the glove depart- 
ment, I added some few ideas of my own to those 
which I had attained in Paris.” 

“Then there is a right way of putting on a pair of 
gloves” 

Mais oui; certainly, and there are many ladies 
who seem not to have the power to learn it. There 
are many who even will not allow me to put Weir 
gloves on properly, They woutdo what they are 
tuld. They wont keep still. e hat you call 
that when they move, move, move, all the time, 
keep—?” 

They wriggle," suggested a pretty blonde Amer- 
ican girl who was presiding over the desfinies of an 
adjacent lace counter, by way of assistance. 

*“Lbank you, Miss; yes, they wriggle so hard that 
it is impossible to put on their gioves to satisfaction. 
When a lady wants to have her goves put on she 
must avoid two things. She must not keep her 
uand too rigid or too limp, Some ladies keep their 
fingers moving all the time, and, of course, they 
don't get a good fit. dome others constantly strain 
the muscles, thus enlarging them. especially at the 
wrist, wich makes a good fit impracticabie. Otuers 
let their hands lie so limp in mine that it is almost 
impossible to get their fingers in. Ifa lady will do 
exactly as the giove-fitter tells her she will leave 
the store with a pair of gloves ou of the smallest 
size she Can wear and so adjusted as to present tue 
best appearance aud have the best wear. Do you 
know where the button of à weil-fitting kid glove 
ought to come!“ 

Tue reporter acknowledged that he didn't, where- 
upon the pretty but practical lady pointed toa

nearly aninch from its junction with the hand, 
remarking: “That is the place, but there 
are very few ladies whose gioves are buttoned thus. 
They generally button them mere (denoting a spot 
baif au inch up the hand from the wrist). The re- 
sult of this isthatthe gloye is overstrkined and 
gives way. A wellfilting glove wears out at the 
tips, and if you could ody find out how small a 
proportion of those whieh have been discarded are 
wora out there, you would be able to form an idea 
of how smiail is tive proportion of ladies whose 
gloves have been properiy put on. The great objects 
in fitting gloves are to get them on thoroughly and 
to keep the teams in position. Probabiy not all the 
ladies who wear gloves know that the position 
which they take upon the hand at the first wearing 
is the one assumed ever afterwards. The best 
thing for a lady to do is to have her gloves put.on 
by an expert. If she must put thei an herself, let 
her be caretu! and deliberate in her actions and act 
in accordance with the suggestions | have made, 
and sue will find herself suppied with a well-fitting 
and long-wearing pair of gioves. 

Are some hunds uicerto put gloves on than 
others:“ 

“Oh, certainiy. It is very dificult to put gloves 
on these hard, bony hands. They generally ‘belong 
to strong, hervous temperaments and their owners 
move about all the time and clench their hands 
and tighten the muscles of their wrists so that a

Coroner Nidelet Comes to a Stand- 
still in the Preller Inquest.

A Few Witnesses Make Additional State- 
ments at To-Day’s Investigation—Latest 
Detaills of the Southern Hotel Tragedy. 


At 10:45 this morning Coroner Nidelet resumed 
the investigation into the Southern Hotel horror. 
Mr. H. A. Barmeier, who saw Maxwell on the train, 


was recalled and testified: “In addition to what I 
sta e I will say, that I remember the man I saw 
carried a new fleld glass. He took it out several 
times and used it. [ didn’t notice the 
brand on the case, which was new, 

Mr. John F. Ryan, Superintendent of the Morgue, 
testified as follows: “A week to-day I received 
the remains at the Morgue from the Southern Hotel. 
The remains were in a zinc covered trunk, which 
was close@ and tied with leather straps. It was also 
fastened with ropes, on which were traces of a seal- 
ing wax. On opening the trunk I discovered the re- 
mains crammed in the trunk. The feet were flexed 
under the body. The body was so decomposed 
that it was necessary to break the trunk. In open- 
ing the trunk we discovered the notice, ‘So perish 
all traitors to the great cause,’ pasted on one end 
of the trunk. The body was so badiy decomposed 
thatin exhibiting it as an unknown | found it nec- 
essary to state that it was a white man.” 

Mr. William Roach, an English gentleman, on 
being recalled to-day testified: I have had access to 
the recorus of examination of the London medica!

THE COLOMBIAN WAR. 
RITE ES 
A Desperate Resistance Threatened by the 
Insurgent Leader. 

Panama, April 21.—Via Galveston.—The arrival of 
the steamer Acapulco places a very strong force of 
American marines and sailors on the Isthmus. It 
was expected that the landing of this force would 
cause much irritation, and this was true, more feel- 
ing on the subject, however, being displayed by the 
French than by the Colombians. The latter under- 
stood the cause of the proceedings better than the 
former. All opposition has now ended. The Amer- 
joan force is distributed as follows: Two battalions, 
consisting of 274 marines and 140 sailors, with a 
battery of Hotchkiss and Gatling guns and a Dahl- 
gren howitzer, under command of Capt. Higbee, 
are stationed at Aspinwall. Capt. Collum's com- 
pany is at the Protestant Chapel and the hospitals. 
Lieut. Harrington and his detachment are at Light 
House Point and at the General Superintendent's 
residence and offices. Lieut. Allibone is at the Royal 
Pacific Mail wharf, and Capts. Reid and Muse at the 


Pacific Mail wharf. Capt. Reid's company furnishes 


a guard to trains on the Panama Railroad, making 
six trips daily with armored cars, with Gatling and 
Hotchkiss guns. The men are now comfartable at 
the barracks at the bridge, where Lieut. Elliott 
has a marine guard of fifty men On Sunday night 
the guard there discovered a man applying dyna- 
mite to the house of a canal officer. At Matachin, 
Capt. Huntington, with 150 men and a battery of 
three guns has suppressed the troubles and yields 
good service to the interests of the place.

The Envoy of Russia Lionized by 
London Society. 


M. Lessar, the Youthfal Military Engineer 
and Diplomat—Sketch of the Sole Author 
of the Afghan Trouble—The Envoy’s View 
of the Russian Occupation.

Loxpox, April 9.—There are few personages to | 
whom London opens its best doors more readily 
than to a distinguished foe. The Turk, for instance, 
though unspeakable, has always been well received 
in London.

Lessar, I was introdu to him as an American, 
and l began by a remark about the traditional 
friendship between Russia and the United States. 
This, in my innocence, I hoped might induce him to 
talk frankly on the merite of the Anglo- Russian 
controversy, in which case 1 should have had as 
little to impart to you as I have now. But nothing 
of the kind happened. Either I failed to inspire 

. Lessar with confidence in my discretion, or he 
has adopted a uniform rule of discourse with all 
comers, and from this does not depart so long as he 
is in Loudon. He talked to me a long time and his 
talk was extremely interesting. But when it came 
to an end Itelt that I had listening to just 
such a statement of the Russian case as that Which 
the cosmopolitanism of steed enables us to read. 

It can be no 
novelty to any human being to be told on Russian 
authority that Russia has no designs against India;

All this and much 
more flowed smoothly from lips of the man who 
is, in all probability, the sole author of the present 
difficulty. M. rhas spent four years in Cen- 
tral Asia. It was his business to survey and report 
on the country. He lived in the saddle and siept at 
nights with nothing between him and the stars. At 
first the country was dangerous; the Turcomans 
had been conquered but not reduced to order. They 
failed to perceive in the nning that the mission 
ot Russia was a civilizing mission, Having thriven 
for centuries by pillage and the slave trade, they 
were slow to understand tnat the authors of the 
massacre of Geok Tepe looked with disfavor on 
violent methods. They required further convincing, 
aud got it. They were reduced to subsist on the 
proceeds of a purely agricultural and pastoral life. 
The country,“ observed M. Lessar, with pardon- 
able pride, “is now the plus pacitie in Asia.” I 
am not sure that he did not say the 
world. Not a crime been committed in 
Turkestan for two yearsand a half. The obvious 
retort that there was nobody left to commit one, 
would have gone beyond the limits of friendly con- 
versation.
